END OF LONG LEGAL FIGHT 


The Convicted Banker is Powerless to 


Proceed Further in His Efforts to Es- 


cape Five Years Behind Prison Bats- 


Indicted Three Years Ago and Found 


Guilty Two Years Ago This Month. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 17.—The' 


petition for a writ of certiorari in the 
<-asc of John R. Walsh, former presi- 
dent of the Chicago National Bunk of 
Chicago, under sentence of five • years' 
imprisonment in the federal prison at 
Leavenworth, Kas., on tlie charge of mis- 
applying the funds of the bank, was de- 
nied today by the supreme court of the 
United States. 


Originally there were 182 .counts in 


the indictment against Walsh. lie was 
found guilty on ">4 of them and was giv- 
en sentence of five years for each of the 
,14 counts. 
The sentences were, Irowev- 


cr, made to run concurrently so that 
instead of being compelled to undergo 
life imprisonment, he will be released 
at the end of one term. 


Tho ease was tried in 
the 
United 


States district court for the northern 
district of Illinois and its verdict was 
affirmed by the C. S. district court of 
appeals for the seventh circuit. 


Last Chapter of Long Fight 


CHICAGO, Jan. 17.—The denial 
of 


John R. Walsh's petition for a writ nf 
certiorari by the supreme court of the 
United States, closes -the last chapter 
in the history of his lonjf fight fur free- 
dom. The convicted" banker is now pow- 
erless to proceed further in his efforts 
to escape the prison bnrs which have 
loomed -up before him ever since his in- 
dictment three years ago, and which he 
had so successfully evaded through the 
different channels of legal proeeedures. 
The one—the banker and railroad finan- 
cier, who is now ~Z years of nge. will, 
within a few days be a convict in the 
federal prison at 
Fort 
Leavenworth, 


Kansas, where he will begin the sentence 
of five years imposed upon him by I,", 
S. District Judge Anderson on Mareh 3, 
1008. After the TJ. S. circuit court of 
appeals had refused Mr. Walsh a rehear- 
ing and denied his petition for n stay 
of judgement, bail was withdrawn, and 
at the request of his counsel, the court 
placed the 
ex-banker 
in the "special 


custody" of a United States m-irshal, 
where he remained pending the outcome 
of his petition to the supreme court of 
the United States. 
This leniency wa-s 


granted the former banker in order that 
ho might arrange his personal 
affairs 


preparatory to his possible imprison- 
ment at Fort Lcavenworth. 


Found Guilty Two Years Ago 


On January 10, 1DOR, Mr. Walsh was 


found guilty of misapplying tho funds 
of the Chicago National Bank of which 
lie. was president and on March 3rd of 
the same year, motion for a new trial 
•was overruled and the aged defendant 
was sentenced to five years imprisonment 
at Fort Leavenworth. On the same day 
he iniB released on supersedeas nnd im- 
mediately appealed his case, but the U. 
B. circuit court of appeals after a lapse 
of B-DOut 15 months, affirmed the sen- 
tence of the lower court. On December

denied

case-Was finally referred to the

ipreme court which, refused to review it. 


John B. Walsh received the news of 


£he supreme court's decision at his offi- 
ces Sn the Grand Central depot and re- 
fused to - make any comment or state- 
ment.

TBe decision says that it' is "an estab- 


lished fact that Robert Barlow and SaraS 
Warburton were lawfully 
married 
in 


England, February 9, 1866; that Barlow- 
came to the United States in 1889 to 
seek employment, leaving Sarah ' in"Eng- 
!and, with 'his parents, 'with whom she 
continued to reside for seventeen years. 
There is no suggestion of' any estrange- 
ment with Sarah and that Barlow sent 
ncr money for some ten years

THE SPECIAL MESSAGE 


'The special message of President Taft 


printed in full in this paper Friday, while 
treating no excitement, yet the full text 
pf what has been made freely public the 
past week or so, was read with much in- 
terest. The subjects, those of interstate 
commerce legislation and the anti-trust 
law received careful analyzing preceding 
,the recommendations and thus afforded a 
•clear view of the1 ideas of the president 
,-RS to in his judgment needed changes. 
ilis to the interstate commerce legisla- 
tion with other papers the Journal has 
of late referred to them and to all pur- 
poses there have been no alterations in 
the views of our executive. 


He favors the creation of a. special 


United States circuit court of five judges 
appointing needed additional judges to 
the present number who shall have jur- 
isdiction of all cases, which are not de- 
termined by the commission. This, he 
Kays, will greatly relieve the congestion. 
The commission is to consider all pro- 
posed changes of rates and within nine- 
ty days to decide aa to legality. All 
shippers are to have exclusive jurisdic- 
tion o? the routes their freight shall 
take. 


The commission should have power to 


^initiate complaints without waiting for 
•formal complaints from aggrieved ship- 
per's. The shipper should have afforded 
oil opportunity to secure knowledge of 
•what the rates arc and this be in a writ- 
ten form, and the commission power to 
inquire into rates as well as classifica- 
tions. As to bringing suit against a 
railroad company he Rays process should 
he sufficiently regarded as served if.up- 
on the station agent of the company 
vhere service is authorized under any 
fctate action.

ple at large.. 


The message in a completed sense may 


be regarded as »n admirable statement 
accompanied with recommendations that 
if made into law, cannot but be of the; 
most material advantage to all shippers 
and yet does not work .any hardship 
upon the railroads unless it may be a 
hardship to do. the square and equitable 
thing towards all shippers. Both as to

TO CHANGE A MISTAKEN. LAW 


A movement has been started in Chi 


cago to undo a portion of the'supposed 
reformatory legislation having the pur 
pose of bettering the condition of' de 
pendent children or children • presumed 
to be ill-treated. 
Under this law known 


as the Juvenile law the action 'is very 
drastic and gives parents from whom ii 
is desired to take their children no 
chance, and this part of the law it • is 
desired to change. The law permits in its 
operation the taking away from parents 
supposed dependent children, takes pos- 
session of them, leaving the father anc 
mother no possible recourse-for knowin; 
what becomes of their children torn away 
from them. 


It is not a difficult matter to thus 


secure'possession of children and under 
the law the home is cruelly robbed, and 
for all the parents know disgraced. Chil 
dren after being taken away and deliv 
ercd to supposed benevolent people or 
placed in homes, are lost to 
parents, 


That more or less children are used for 
improper purposes can hardly be doubted 
wh«.n it is claimed the law works so 
cruelly and enabling designing persons to 
get possession of young people and bring 
them up in any manner they are so pleas 
ed. Observing huraanitarianisra and citi- 
zens not reform mad, and citizens per 
ceiving a good deal of cat in the meal 
tub business are at work trying to be 
cure a repeal of what is proving an 
abominable law. 


A late writer in the Chicago News and

It is John R. Stauss 
of the Fourth ward. Tod»y he is cele- 
brating the golden jubilee of his employ 
ment with, the J. I, Case Threshing Ma 
chine Co. •

John Stauss, one of the honored Ger 


man residents of the north side, was 
born in Germany ^bout 77. years ago and 
he came to America along in the year 
1857, and during,that year he was mar 
ried in Chicago to LMiss M. Faigle, and 
soon after they came to the Belle City 
to live. 
• 


He was a machinist, or rather tool 


maker. At the time J. I. Case was op. 
erating a small threshing machine shop 
on Bridge street and making what is 
known as the tread mill thresher arid had 
only sixty men -working jn the concern. 
Mr. Stauss applied for and secured o po- 
sition and from that time he haa been in 
the constant employ of the establish, 
ment, except when ill or ohterwisc oblig- 
ed to stay away. 


He has seen that little factory devel- 


op and grow to the largest of its kind 
in the. world and the employes increase 
from 60 to 3,000. including employes in 
all parts of the world, and there is, not 
a single man still in the employ'of the 
factory who was there fifty years ago, 
except himself.' All have died or retired 
and perhaps some live in other cities. 


Of late-JIr. Stauss has "not been very 


well, and for two or three weeks has laid 
off from work, but his recollections of 
the early days and growth of the city 
and the Case Threshing Machine Co. in 
the half century are interesting. He re- 
calls many of the old timers who have 
passed'to their reward and also states 
that-he was ever treated with kindness 
and consideration, not only by the late 
Jerome I. Case, but also by Robert Bak- 
er, M. B. Erskine and Stephen Bull, who 
became a part of the company some 
years after he went to work for them, 
also the gentlemen who at present com- 
pose the company. 


In honor of this being his fiftieth an- 


niversary Mr. Stauss -was'presented with 
a handsome gold-headed cane by the J. 
I. Case- T. M. Co., appropriately 'inscrib'- 
cd, and it is hardly necessary to'say that 
the old gentleman was completely taken 
by surprise, but he feelingly returned his 
thanks. He was also the recipient of 
other gift*:

Notwithstanding his age Mr. Stauss 


is still a good machinist and when able 
to work can be found at his bench-nnd 
taking as much ' interest as he did ao 
many years ago. 


On April 12, 1007, Mr. and Mrs. Stauss 


celebrated their golden wedding, but not 
many weeks after. Mrs, Stauss, who was 
in feeble health, passed to her reward. 
Mr. Stauss has a.n interesting family of 
three sons and two daughters, William, 
Frederick and Edward Stauss; Mrs. J. 
H. Haummerson and Mrs. William Rohr- 
bcrg. 


Another incident in the life of Mr. 


Stauss is that he has read the Germania 
of Milwaukee for Bfty years, and the 
Racine Daily Journal since its publica- 
tion thirty years ago. 


The Journal extends its congratula-
